CLV£ THOUSAND COPIES. 

Tho regular edition of The Daily Col- 
t/hist hiia reached tho unprecedented num- 
ber Of Olio Thousand Cupiui. For a long 
time tho edition Btood at about 800, but 
since lust Oetobe;- the increase hai boon 
to rapid thai the capabilities of the ollioo 
have been severely Htrained to meet the 
unexpected demand. On Saturday tho 
city camera returned seventeen new sub- 
scribers. Last week the mails brought 
increased orders from several of the out- 
side agents, and on Sunday tho veteran 
pressman reported that tho edition had 
reached the four figures. In the busiest 
yold-hunting days the circulation of The 
Coluiiiit never exceeded 3D0 oopies. It 
frequently fell below thai Cyuro. The 
udvar.eo now noted is r.ot spasmodic. It 
was not caused by an order for a certain 
number of papers of a certain edition, 
but it is a bona fid.' and permanent step 
forward. Nothing marks more decidedly 
tho advancement of town and country 
than the fact, that the leading journal is 
enabled to make thus most gratifying e\ 
hibit. It in an evidence of the perma- 
nent character of the population which, 
dying from the rigid climate of the Mast, 
is gathering in and about this brave little 
city "of ours," with a determination to 
make for itself homes in a climate where 
the note of tho song-bird is heard the 
voar round and where tender dowers 
"bloom in the open air in mid- winter. 
Without wishing to appear boastful wo 
think it can be jafely said that the daily 
circulation of The Colonixt is at least 
double that of any nthor newspaper pub- 
lished in this city. The security oflbred 
advertisers is that they have the privilege 
at any time, by agent or in person, to 
visit the pressrooms and count for them- 
solves the copies as they are thrown oft' 
by tho great cylinder press. The public 
who insert advertisements in a newspaper 
undor tho impression that it has a largo 
circulation have a right to know that they 
are not being deceived and that their re- 
quirements are not hid like tho scriptural 
light beneath a bushel. It is estimated 
that upon an average six persons read 
ovorv nows] per that is issued. If tin's 
estimate be > erect, six thousand persons 
read the Sum lay edition of The (Vow's/.. 

VOYAL~IiOAUS. 
It is easy to be wise after tho event, 
but it is not always easy to extract a 
valuable lesson from a diro disaster. The 
calamity of Saturday, which involved the 
loss of four Sue ships, is the moBt disas- 
trous occurrence of tho kind thai has 
happenod in this vicinage. At first blush 
it would seem as if the reputation of the 
Roads with shipmasters and insurers must 
suffer. Rut when the fact is stated that 
the anchors in every case hold it will be 
seen that to the_ weakness of the tackle 
and not to the insecurity of the holding 
ground is to bo attributed tho disaster. 
Had the anchors dragged and the ships 
tjono ashore, then the reputation of the 
roads must have been seriously com- 
promised. But Bitch was not the case. 
The Tibor and the Duke of Argyle rode 
out the gale in safety, although their 
positions wore a3 exposed aa their less 
fortunato sister 1 ; Their tackle was strong 
and withstood the atrain ; while the 
tackle uf tho other ships parted and their 
ruin was complete. The lesson which, 
we think, may be learned from this most 
deplorablo occurrence io this : All ships 
seeking a charter and anticipating an in- 
definite stay at this port should select 
their anchorasre in ICaquiinalt harbor, 
where thi-ru ia plenty of room and se- 
curity from wind fr. m any quarter. The 
Swiftsuro, Mutine, VV Elder and 
Ivanhoe, all lay inside Esquimalt harbor 
and suffered no inconvenience from tho 
gale. Tho pilots should ba instructed by 
the bo&rd of commissioners to caution 
Bhipmastera that unless their tackle is 
strong they should seek an inside berth. 
The cost of entering the harbor is 
nominal and, whon compared with tho 
perfect immunity from disaster they will 
enjoy, is tho merest bagatolle. 



THE DRY DOCK AND THE a ALE. 

Tha rocohl gale has evidently made an 
irnprossion on tho Standard. It has dis- 
covered how useful the drydoek would be 
if it was finished, and how conveniently 
the vossuls damaged in tho late gale could 
\n» repairod if the dock was only ready 
to receive them . Yet tho Standard waa 
the organ of a government which, aftor 
eight yoara' trilling with the drydoek loft 
it a mudhole, though it ought to have 
been built in eight eon months at a great 
saving in public expenditure. But now 
the Standard says it would be hard to 
produco a more emphatic endorsement of 
the course of that government than the 
late gale and the consequences resulting 
from it. Certainly tho gale was emphatic 
enough, but it is rather hard to make it 
endorao the policy of the Walkern- Beaven 
government. The public will be at. a loss 
to see how a gale that nearly destroyed 
four ships can be considered to endorse 
tho policy of n government in not build- 
ing a drydoek in which they could have 
been conveniontly repaired. The argu- 
ment is or.e of those things no man can 
understand. If this is one of the pro- 
vidential endoreomonts of tho acts of tho 
WalkeiQ- Beaven government, heaven save 
us from any more, and it is likely that 
even: that defunct administration, suppos- 
ing it to read tho Standanl articles, will 
echo, "Amen." Notwithstanding tho 
Standard'} peculiar theory of the gale, 
what it says is perfectly true. Not satis- 
tied with making the 'gale endorse the 
lato government, it comes to tho rescue 
with another endorsement on its own ac- 
count. It says if the dock had been 
built the vessels could have been repaired 
in the province with bouetit to the rev- 
enue; certainly the much endorsed Walk- 
rm-Beavon government may exclaim, 
"save us from our f Honda. " 

DOMINION FRANC~UD!E BILL. 

An exclusive from Ottawa announces 
that the long promised Franchise Bill has 
been introduced in the house and that one 
of its provisions secures to women tho 
right to vote. "Tho world moves " An 
idea which bad its birth in minds that 
have been popularly supposed to be (lis- 
cared has boon gravely eons'dered and 
found worthy of adoption by the staton- 
ine'n at Ottawa. Why should not women 
be allowed to vote? Why should (hey he 
debarred from a voice in the government 
•of a country whore they may acquire pro- 
perty and carry on business on their own 
account! Women voto here for munici- 
pal officers and who will venture to say 
that their influence has not always boen 
cast on the side of virtue and law and 
order? We hope the B. 0. members will 
insist that tho provision debarring Chin- 
ese from the use of tho franchiso, which 
exists in our lecal act, will be repeated in 
th« Dominion sc..

Razors Made for Fighting Puryosos r \ y 

From the London Ttmftft. 

The Sheffield razor trade ban been very 
brisk for nearly two years, and tho razor 
formers are agitating in a very friendly 
way for an advanco of 10 per cent, in 
their wagea. A fipurt was given to tho 
raior trade in a singular way just befuro 
tho Egyptian vrar. On tho aoldiera' Lit* 
being examined it was found that they 
were deficient in razors, knive3, and I 
forks. A large firm in Sheffield waa asked 1 
by the Government to make neferal 
thousand razors in s. certain time. Tho , 
firm replied that they could supply from 
stock it tho Government would take the i 
ordinary pattern ; but the authorities in- 
sisted on having thuir own army razor. 
The order was then divided, and tho 
numerous forgora, who worked at little I 
wheels in tho picturesque Rivolin valley | 
and other suburban parts, were offered ! 
3d. per dozen moro to get the work out 
in time. Tho offer waa accepted, and 
the soldiers had I heir razors in time. 

In the days of tho late Mr. Roebuck, a ' 
Sheffield manufacturer made the remark 
in his presence that the British soldier 
shaved himself with a razor which was de- 
livered in case, at t£d. to Did. Mr. Roe 
buck expressed some incredulity, but the 
manufacturer whipped ono out of his 
pocket and showed it to the right honor- 
able gentleman, wdio took posseasion of it. 
The chief cause of the present activity in 
tha razor trade is the sudden change in 
tho American demand, which is now all 
for hollow bucked razors. Another kind 
is made, not for shaving, but for razor 
fights. It in very loose in the blade, 
which can be .suddenly thrown back, and 
hold between the lingers for a dash at the 
face. This razor is said to be almost en- 
tirely used by negroes, and large num- 
bers are sent to tho United States. The 
Sheffield water ia said to be essential to 
tho making of razors, grinders w ho went to 
America took a barrel of Sheffield wntor 
with them; but tho barrel, of course, could 
not last forover. Whatever the cause, 
the making of razors remain a specialty of 
Shoffiold manufacturers, and almost a 
monopoly.

"There is no such thingasa 'square gam- 
bler' or a 'square' gambling hell in the 
city of Now York, and very few outside 
of it," said Mr. J. EI. Stanley at Chicker- 
ing Hall, Friday evening, in a locture on 
"Gamblers, or How Gamblers Win." As 
an evidence that he did not apeak unad- 
visedly, tho lecturer announced that his 
expnrionce as a gambler extended over a 
period of more than twenty years. "Oam- 
blora," ho continued, "call all those out- 
side of tlie fraternity 'suckers.' Thoy 
claim that a 'sucker' is born every minute, 
and that New Yuri; is the greatest place in 
tho world for thorn. There are what are 
called 'skin' gamblers, but I can assure you 
that those termed 'square' gamblers are 
ten times worse. The New York Herald 
a year ago stated that it cost §20,000,000 
annually to support tho brokers of Wall 
street. In tho city of New York there 
avo at least 10,000 gamblers, who upond 
on an average of #2000 a year. Add tho 
rents of the gambling hells with tho win- 
nings of tho gamblers, nay #20,000,000 
more, or S-10,000,000 in all. This money 
comes from trio poor aud middling 
classes. There are at least 150,000 men 
and boys iu this city who gamble, each 
contributing on an avorage 8300 annually 
for the support uf the vilest and most 
hardened clasa of wretches on the face of 
tho earth."

ASSEMBLY. 

FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 

FIRST SESSION. 



Monday, April 16. 
Mr. Spoaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 
Prayers by the Rev. Mr. Gamble. 

STIPENDIARY MAGISTRATES BILL 
Stipendiary Magistrates Bill was read 
a second time . 

LANS AMENDMENT ACT* 
Hon. Mr. Smitho moved that in section 

4, line 5, tho words ''there be no adverse 
claim," be struck out, and in lino 12 tho 
following be added after the word Gazette, 
"and in one newspaper circulating in the 
district wherein tho land is located for 
which the Crown grant is sought." 

Mr. Sniithe further moved that the fol- 
lowing bo added as a new clause: "Min- 
eral lands shall not be acquired under 
authority of the land laws of the pro- 
vince." 

Mr. Beaven said auch a clause as that 
moved would not have the desired ef- 
fect. 

Mr. Drake said thu crown lands act, sec. 

5, Bays it shall not apply to mineral lands. 
The object of the C. C. of L. and W. was 
to obligo those taking up mineral lands 
from doing bo under the laud laws 
of the province. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho thought it desirable 
the house should resolve itself into a com- 
mittee of the whole on this question. He 
hud particularly in view the galena ledges 
at Kootenay an application having been 
made already to purchase some of those 
lands at SI per acre. Ho would move 
that the land amendment act bo referred 
back to a committee of thu whole. 

Mr. Beaven— The h m. gentleman says 
he wishes that mineral lands should be 
acquired under t ho mineral ordinances of 
tho country. In this way people got tho 
lands for nothing by spending £5000 on a 
claim, which brought nothing to the pro- 
vince. Ho did not see what there was to 
go into committee. 

Mr. Orr said there was a bill before tho 
house which had passed tho first reading 
dealing with minerals. Ho thought that 
tho more liberal such laws wore tho bet- 
ter; but the land should not be given 
away. 

Mr. Grant thought there should be 
some other way of taking up mineral 
lands except under the land act. 

Mr. Dunsniuir thought all the land acts 
ought to bo wiped out and a new act 
brought in next year. The land laws 
were altogether too complicated. 

Mr. Galbraith said an explanatory 
clause defining mineral lands would be 
sufficient . 

House went into committee, Mr. Puoley 
in tho chair. 

Mr. (irant said both ho and the mem- 
ber for New W estminster had amend- 
ments written out. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho would suggest an am- 
endment to the effect that lands contain- 
ing minerals in lodes or veins should not 
be acquired under the land laws. Ho was 
in favor of an amendment and consolida- 
tion of the land laws as mentioned by Mr. 
Dunsniuir. He then adverted to the pre- 
sent way in which lands were obtained by 
free miners. His idea was that such lands 
should not be absorbed by companies, but 
that every chance should be given to free 
miners. He admitted that mineral lands 
was too indefinite, and therejore he would 
define such lands as containing minerals 
in lodes or veins. He would require ap- 
plicants for lands to mako a de- 
claration that mines were not known. He 
would move minerals bo struck out and 
after the word land the words "known to 
contain minerals in lodes or veins" bo in- 
serted. 

Mr. Beaven contended that at present 
mineral lands were given away without 
any benefit to tho province. He thought 
SOOOO expenditure was too large an expen- 
diture before a grant was made, and this 
was a general opinion. 

Mr. Oalbraith said that though the 
government got little benefit from the ex- 
penditure alluded to, the country at large 
did, though he thought that an expendi- 
ture of jjfiOOO was too much. Ho would 
support the Hon. Mr. Smithes amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Wilson said that speculators would 
far sooner take up land at SI an acre 
than under the mining act. 

Mr. Orr contended that taking up land 
under tho mining act was more advan- 
tageous to tho province. 

Mr. Wilson defended tho mineral act, 
though there was an liberal spirit run- 
ning through it, but miners after all pre- 
fer it as it is. 

It was inuved that clause 5 stand as fol- 
lows : 

Lands known to contain mineral de- 
posits in veins and lodes shall not be ac- 
quired under the laud act. Carried. 

The committee rose and reported the 
bill complete with amendments. 

The report was received. 
UIIX TO REPEAL TIIK SUl'KKIOIt i;Ol T KT ACT. 

The speaker decided that the amend- 
ment made by Mr. Beaven on Saturday 
was in order. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said ho did not ac- 
cept tho ruling as a precedent. He ob- 
jected upon a number of grounds, and he 
wished to put this opinion on record. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said ho was not sorry 
the Speaker had decided Air. Beaven a 
motion to be in order. It was better to 
discuss such matters than get rid of them 
by a side wind. But for all that tho pro- 
amble, to tho resolution was neither in- 
genious nor truthful, nor did the resolu- 
tion follow from the preamble. In Bome 
instances logal propositions were stated as 
facts, as for instance the statomont which 
would lead the house to suppose the Su- 
preme Court Judges woro compelled to 
undertake county court work. The pre- 
amble was untruthful in many respects. 
Any one reading would infer that Messrs. 
McCroight and Walkom were residing in 
their districts whon the contrary was tho 
fact. The worst aspect of tho preamble 
was the suppression of material facts. 
There woro two ways of misrepresenta- 
tion — one by deliberate untruth and the 
other by a suppression of the truth. Tho 
hitter was the more dangerous form, and 
was politically to be found in the preamble. 
The judges had decided the Supreme Court 
was not a Provincial court and was not 
amenable to the house. Tho last Gov- 
ernment then passed an act whioh both 
in terms and in scopo acknowledged the 
accuracy of that conclusion. That act, 
called tiio Provincial Superior Court Act, 
1882, was tho one now proposed to bo re- 
pealed. It proposed to establish an ad- 
ditional superior court to that of the .Su- 
preme Court becauso t lie last waB not a 
Provincial court. The Doininiou Govern- 
ment, however, adheres in tho correspon- 
dence to the view that the Supremo Court 
is within tho control of the Provincial leg- 
islature. While Mr. Reavon usee this fact 
in the preamble, lie wilfully or uninten- 
tionally omits to state another material 



fact, viz., that tho Dominion Government 
refuses to appoint judges under the Su- 
perior Court Act, becauso by doing so 
they would admit tho correctness of the 
conclusijns of the judges. Tho Dominion 
Government in terms refuse to in any way 
acknowledge the correctness of the de- 
cision of the judges that tho Supreme 
Court ia not a Provincial court. Whs- 
dies Mr. Beaven, while stating other 
views of the Dominion, omit to state this I 
It was because should he do so tho advisa- 
bility of repealing the act proposed to bo 
repealed would become apparent. If ap- 
pointments under tho act involved an ad- 
mission of the correctness of the Supreme 
Court decision, surely the request for the 
appointments involved a similar admis- 
sion. He (Mr. Davie) thought such a 
position inimical to the province. Furth- 
ermore, the Province was entitled to both 
Supreme and County courts under the 
tonus of union. He never would be a 
consenting party to sacrifice the rights of 
the province to have both . 

Air. Armstrong said he did not see how 
a legal gentleman could say there was an 
act proclaiming that the judges were not 
amenable to the province. The judges, 
he believed, gave their [decisions consci- 
entiously; they were nut willing that the 
province should make rules for them, 
therefore it became necessary the Superior 
Courts Act should be passed. There 
would bo no court in the province if the 
act was repealed. 

Mr. Drake said the act was not only in 
the way of legislation, but it pretended 
to district the judges when it had no 
power becauso the Dominion government 
had legislated on the residence of county 
court judges and when the Dominion leg- 
islated the provincial government, had not 
tho [lower. On this ground alone the act 
was objectionable. The argument that we 
should be without a court if the decision j 
at Ottawa went against us was absurd. 
The whole of this matter was gone into on 
passing the County Courts Act. The act 
was an incumbrance and he would sup- 
port tho second reading of tho bill before 
tho house . 

Mr. Wilson said ho would point out a 
few things in the amendment character- 
istic of its author. Nothing was stated, 
but many tilings were omitted. He 
feared if tlioy passed this amendment 
they would lie nicknamed after a parlia- 
ment in England, "the ignorant parlia- 
ment," audit contained in its lour cor- 
ners so much that was both illogical and 
nngrammatical that they would say at Ot- 
tawa the school-master was abroad, but 
he had forgotten British Columbia. 

Tho vote was then taken on Mr. Bea- 
van'a amendment. The amendment was 
loU, 14 to 7. 

It was then moved that the bill be read 
a second time. Carried. 

Mr. Beaven thought that there would 
be a great mistake made in t ho repealing 
of tho bill. He wondered how the mem- 
bers from the mainland* could support this; 
if the decision to be given at Ottawa went 
against us those who had voted for tho 
repeal of the act would regret it. The 
government saw that the case at Ottawa 
would go against us, and then the judges 
would be appointed under the Superior 
Courts Act, and this was why they wanted 
it repealed. 

The house then went into committee of 
the whole, Mr. Duck in the chair. 

Mr. Beaven said if the member for 
Cariboo did not understand good English 
it was not his fault. 

Mr. Wilson adverted to the word 
"American" being used in Mr. Heaven's 
amendmont for "America." 

Mr. Beaven claimed it as a typographi- 
cal error, but Mr. Wilson produced tho 
original in .Mr. Heaven's hand-writing. 

Tho committee rose and reported the 
bill complete with amendments. 

Hon. Mr. DltVie moved that the bill be 
read a third time. Carried. The bill j 
was then declared passed.

Mr. Wilson, in moving the second | 
reading of this bill, said that its object 
was to allow parties to give evidence in I 
particular suits. 

The second clause allows parties, in | 
action for broach of promise, to give evi- ■ 
deuce if supported by corroborative lea 
live testimony.

Wilson, struck out. 

The committee rose and reported the 
bill complete with amendments after 
striking out the leading section of the pre- 
amble.

Mr. Orr then moved the adoption of 
the report of the New Westminster South- 
ern Railway Bill. Carried. 

VICTORIA TRANSPORTATION. 

Mr. Duck in moving the report of the 
Victoria Transportation Co.'s bill wished 
to insert an amendment making them sub- 
ject to the scale of fees imposed by the 
municipality act. 

Mr. Speaker said it would requiro two 
days' notice. 

Hon. Mr. Drake said the amendment 
was not necessary as t lie municipality act 
already provided for the same. 

The report was adopted. 

II AMK. 

Before moving the adoption of the re- 
port on tho birds and animals protection 
bill, Mr. Beaven moved as section 5 — "It 
shall be lawful for any magistrate, upon 
information on oath that there is proba- 
ble cause to suspect that abroach ol the 
provisions of the game protection acts of 
this province has been committed, or that 
any of tho animals or birds, or any portion 
thereof, mentioned in tile above acts, aro 
likely to lie on any premises, or on or 
about any person or persons, or on board 
any vessel, or in any convoyanco, by war- 
rant under his UAiid and seal, to author- 
ize and empqwor any constable or peace 
officer to enter and search such premises, 
vessel, or convoyanco, and to search such 
person or persons at any timo, and to 
seize any of the said animals or birds, or 
portion thereof, wherever found: Pro- 
vided that no such warrant shall continue 
in force after tho 31st August iii the year 
in whieh it shall have boon issued." 

Hon. Mr. Drake wanted to defer the 
adoption of the report till to-morrow to 
introduce an amendment of which he had 
already given notice with regard to tres- 
pass. 

soias dvkinu mix. 

Mr. Orr asked that tho bill bo laid over 
for a few days. 

Mr. Armstrong moved tho adoption of 
the report and gave statistics showing that 
there was S'JOIT only duo on assessment 
account and 8001 on account of interest. 
He went on to show that actual settlors 
within the dyke had only §1127, tho bal- 
ance belonged to a corporation, some five 
thousand and odd dollars and the rest was 
duo by nonreaidont owners. Mr. Orr, 
while opposing the adoption of the report, 



called on the lion, provincial secretary to 
spoak his mind on this subject. 

Tho report was adopted. 

YATES STREET EX PENSION . 

The house then went into adjourned 
committee of the Yates street extension 
bill, Mr. Seinlin in the chair. 

On reading section 1. 

Mr. Dingwall said thai if, as he under- 
stood, the laud was to be given to Vic- 
toria for nothing he would oppose it. 
Ere long a school will be required iiltobs 
Jamas Bay and also in a northward direc- 
tion, and in such case he did not expect 
either the municipal council or the Gov- 
ernment would give ground to build such 
schools. 

Mr. Pooley took the ground that the 
house had no right to give away school 
property. He thought they ought to pay 
for tho property just as much as they 
would to those parties whose property 
would have to tie purchased to widen 
Yates street opposite Alhambra Corner. 

Mr. Duck contended that if the street 
were opened up it would be the best 
chance of draining the balance of tho 
school grounds . He thought tho matter 
ought to be left to the choice of the citi- 
zens, and it won hi be unjust to charge 
compensation . 

Mr. Beaven said it would not be a mat- 
ter of loss to the school fund ; it was 
Crown land and the compensation would 
go into the treasury . 

Mr. John would oppose the clause 
unless compensation was paid for. It 
might increase the value of private pro- 
perty round tho reserve, but as to onhanc 
ing that of the reserve itself he could not 
see it. 

Mr. Oalbraith said the bill was an em- 
bodiment of the proposition of the school 
trustees, and ho thought il could be lolt 
to the ratepayers. 

Mr. Uelgesun said the council Hhoiild 
pay for the land, and unless they did he 
would vote against it. 

Mr. Smitho considered it would bene- 
fit the H. P. Co. and be of no earthly 
value to the school. 

Messrs. Heaven and Gnlbiaith wanted 
to take a vote on tho subject and 1'uhIi 
the matter through, but Mr. Pooley said 
ho would not have the vole taken until 
he had had his say. As it was near ti 
o'clock the committee rose and reported 
and asked leave to sit again. 

The house adjourned till 2 p m. to day. 

THE WRECKS. 



Sad Condition of all tho Strandod 

V023013 

The steamer Alexander visited the 
wrecks yesterday afternoon. She went 
first'to the Ci nnauglil, lumber-laden with 
500,000 feet. She lies nearest Albert 
Head. The vessel bus settled among the 
boulders and shingle to the depth of three 
feet. Tide ebbs and (lows in her and the 
mizzenmast and rudder are gone. Next 
nearest Esquimalt rests tho Southern 
Chief. This vessel is very badly damaged; 
her mizzenmast is gone and she has Bet- 
tied very much in the shingle and appears 
to lie on the boulders close to the shore. 
Her bottom is evidently badly broken 
up, Next in order comes tho Gettys- 
burg; mizzenmast and siime of her yards 
carried away.

The 
Tiger's mainmast and mizzenmast are 
gone, and if a degree of comparison is 
admissible where all are bad she is the 
worst injured of any. She lies nearest 
Fisgard light and • losn to the entrance of 
the lagoon. The Hukn of Argyle and 
Tiber, British iron vessels, rode at anchor 
in the roads yesterday, having passed 
through the windy ordeal unseal bed. 
Had the steamer Alexander (which was 
the only steamer that faced the storm of 
Saturday) arrived two hours earlier the 
Colinaught would have been saved. The 
surveyors leave to-day for the examina- 
tion of all the wrecks.

D. W. Hayden sworn — Stated he was 
captain of the Orapplor when Dr. Foater 
came down from Cassiar in May last 
year. The prisoner was steward on board 
the boat at tho timo. During tho voyage 
Dr. Foster did not leave the vessel, but 
made the complaint at tho end of the voy- 
age that he had lost his watch. 

I. F. Jagers stated ho was purser on 
Imard the Grappler when Dr. Foater camo 
down last summer. They left Wraugel 
on the 26th of April, Tho prisoner was 
on board as steward, and witness saw him 
handling the complainant's things. He 
saw a gold watch hanging from the poc- 
ket of the vest as prisoner was removing 
it from tho room. 

Officer Stevenson, of Departure Bay, 
stated that prisonor kopt a wash house, 
and on going there he found the watch he 
was in search of, No. \'A'.\7. Tho prisoner 
offered him §00 to allow him to go. He 
took the money and handed both it and 
tho prisoner over to the jailer at Nan- 
aimo. 

The prisoner was committed for trial at 
the next assizes. •

Tno Lumbor Trado 

Of tho north Pacific ia being rapidly de- 
veloped by reason of an increased export 
inquiry thereof for shipment to Europe, 
etc. The initiatory shipment was made 
sonic months ago fiom Pllget Sound,for 
tho Gorman barque Helena. This ven- 
ture, says tho Oregonian, was then thought 
to be purely speculative, and this impres- 
sion was due to the low freight then rul- 
ing. But within the past fort night tho 
demand has taken auch a turn as to war- 
rant an increased trade in lumber with 
Europe. Very locently a shipment of rod 
fir was made to Scotland from Washing- 
ton Territory, including a small invoice of 
cedar, and aleo of certain grades of black 
walnut. Of late inquiries have been made 
by a Danish house, requesting informa- 
tion ;is to the lumber resources of Oregon 
and Washington Territory. It is not im- 
probable that the inquiry will lead to 
somo shipments of lumber to tho Baltic. 
A shipment was recently made to Lon- 
don, of which northern lumber formed 
tho most important item of tho cargo. 
Recently a contract has been made for a 
direct shipment from Washington Terri- 
tory of an assorted cargo of Pugot Sound 
lumbor to Panama, and from this it is in- 
ferred that no little demand will be made 
from tho Isthmus, growing out of the 
projoctod canal . Not long since a ship- 
ment of white pine lumber was made 
from Oregon to Antwerp. Mexico, con- 
tral and South America are drawing up- 
on us (says the S. F. News Letter) con- 
stantly for lumber, while tho Australian 
colonioB aro largo purchasers of doors and 
other lumbor. China takes some of our 
lumber, while NowYork has, of late years, 
drawn heavily upon us for redwood 
shingles, otc . The lumbor mills at Bur- 
rard Inlot, British Columbia, will of 
courso come in for thoir full share of this 
lumbor traffic.
